A. DUCKWITZ RAISED QUESTION OF POSSIBLE RECIPROCAL 
FORCE WITHDRAWALS WITH SOVIETS. HE SUGGESTED AN AGREEMENT 
SHOULD FIRST BE SOUGHT WITH SOVIETS BEFORE DECISIONS ARE 

taken on redeployment of western forces in Germany. 

SUITABLE STARTING POINT FOR EXPLORATORY TALKS WOULD BE 
SOVIET MEMORANDUM OF 28 JAN 2964 SUBMITTED TO ENDC IN WHICH 
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SOVIETS DECLARED WILLINGNESS TO WORK OUT MUTUAL WITHDRAWALS. 
SINCE If IS CONCEIVABLE HOWEVER THAT SOVIET WILL NOT 
MAINTAIN ITS OFFER TO AGREE ON MUTUAL REDUCTION, P0SSI3LITY 
OF ARRANGING REDUCTIONS BY WAY OF "MUTUAL EXAMPLE" SHOULD 
1 NOT BE RULED OUT. IF, IN TURN, SOVIET REACTION IS COMPLETELY 
NEGATIVE EVEN TO THIS APPROACH, THIS WILL BE IMPORTANT FACTOR 
IN ASSESSING THREAT. HOWEVER, EVEN IF AFTER ALL THIS 
REDEPLOYMENTS RESULT FROM TRILATERAL CONSIDERATION AND
